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The Byzantine Papal Series 
Correspondence relating to the recently published Papal Coins 
between Michael Dennis O'Hara and Allen G. Berman 


10 June 1992 
Dear Mr. Berman, 


I must congratulate you on producing such a useful catalogue for the later pa- 
pal coinage. It is not a period I am very familiar with, and a one volume cs 
ence will be very valuable. I have also read your thesis with great interest, and 
in fact am still in the process of studying it. fas only serve to sumulate inter- 
est in what is to most people a fairly dry subject. 


However, I feel that your next edition of Papal Coins will need, at the very least, 
re-numbering for the early period. I can understand the academic fear which 
Professor Grierson’s name can inspire. In this instance his observations on the 
papal hoard were his immediate thoughts on the matter, reasonable enough to 
think that these papal coins must be later rather than early, when one considers 
the staggering implications for papal sovereignty. Grierson has stated to me ver- 
bally and in private correspondence that ; studi c 

t Ww to a study later (all correspondence 
on the hoard, incidentally, is on file at both the British Museum and the Ashmolean 
Museum and available on request to interested scholars). 


Michael Hendy, in private correspondence, has indicated that there can be no 
doubt that the portrait on the Sergius coin (Figure 1, Berman 6) must represent 
Justinian II as the parallel with his portraiture on other coins is too close to be ig- 
nored! This would seem to be a fairly obvious observation — how this coin could 
be attributed elsewhere is difficult to imagine. Hendy has also suggested that a 
modern parallel for this series may be seen in the issues of ‘maundy money’. 
That is to say this series of small silver coins was struck by the popes for distn- 
bution at an appropriate time. This would suggest that all the silver coins of this 
series with or without papal monograms were struck under papal control.

John Kent in his article on the ‘long beard’ Ravenna silver of Constans II has 
demonstrated that they are siliqua of 250 nummi. The new coin which I pub- 
lished in the Schweizer Miinzbléitter in 1987 (Figure 2) (not the Swiss Numismatic 
Review [SNR] as inadvertently printed in your bibliography, p.240), which has 
such a close parallel with the reverses of the ‘long beard’ vate coins of 
Constans II, supports the attribution of this whole group (similar busts and the 
same treatment of the pendants of the fibula on the chlamys) to Constantine IV, 
and would suggest that the Byzantine-Papal series should also be regarded as 
siliquae of 250 nummi. But most important of all, it confirms the early date of 
the Vitalianus monogram. Professor Grierson has written to me, regarding this 
coin, stating that he doesn’t know whether it should be attributed to Constanune 
IV or later!! I note your observation in Papal Numismatic History (p.33) on 
the actions of Pope Vitalian, ‘a manifestation of the pope seizing purely secu- 
lar power for the first time on a national level”.

Regarding Pope Constantine (Figure 3), a pope you have omitted, pee 
preferring the out of date attribution to the Emperor Constantine V, This issue 
has been generally accepted as being correctly re-attributed to Pope Constantine. 
In fact, a new exhibition at the British Museum on ecclesiastical history com- 
mences the papal listing with the new Byzanune-Papal series, this includes the 
pieces without monograms, and the only coin with a monogram in the collec- 
tion, that of Pope Constantine - properly identified as Pope Constantine. 


On Pope Martin. The Olympius coin (Figure 4), this was overlooked in my orig- 
inal publication.. See “Numismatic Evidence for the Treason of Pope Martin 
A.D. 649-54”, a paper for The 14th Annual U.S. Byzantine Studies Conference 
(Houston, 1988), Abstracts of Papers, p.53; and “Further Notes on the Find of 
silver from the Mint of Rome for the period 640-750” in the proceedings of 
The lOth INC (September, 1990), pp.321-6. This would have allowed you to 
add a few comments to your thesis, where you observe that the pope was not 
charged with any religious offence, but on a charge of aiding rebellion. The 
Olympius coin, showing a figure, exceptionally, in a cuirass, and with quite a 
different portrait to that of the contemporary emperor, Constans II (Figure 5), 
would suggest that your observation (p.32) that “‘Constans’ objecuve was doc- 
trinal, but he had to find a civil charge to officially accomplish it’, could have 
been expanded, using this new numismatic evidence!

There is also the evidence of the Morrisson-Barrandon analyses (paper pre- 
sented at The 10th INC). They proposed an entirely different set of attributions 
based on a chronological debasement of the silver. This is obviously specula- 
tion, but their scientific analysis is nevertheless extremely valuable and goes a 
long way towards confirming the original attributions. For example, after the 
visit of Constans II to Rome in 663 when all bullion and everything of value in 
the city was removed, even the roof of the Pantheon, there would have been very 
little silver left in Rome, and the papal silver attributed to immediately after the 
“long beard’ Constans II issues reflect this. Also the Adeodatus coin (Figure 6, 
Berman 7), one of the pieces with the lowest silver content of the hoard, exact- 
ly coincides with a period of great disaster in Rome, 676, the last year of Adeodatus 
when a devastating plague is recorded, 


I hope I have managed to demonstrate that it would have been much more 
valuable to have listed the entire series, with or without papal monograms, as 
this would have provided useful and convenient access to what is in effect anew 
series - The Byzantine-Papal series. It would have been a ‘first’ and all subse- 
quent discussion on the matter would have had to refer back to Papal Coins. | 
refer to this new terminology in the recent article in Spink’s Numismatic Circular 
(May, 1992), pp.111-2.

I’m sorry that you didn’t think to ask me for a set of photographs (actual size 
and/or enlarged), and it didn’t occur to me to send you a set, as I didn’t think you 
were engaged in such an in-depth study of Papal coinage. It might have saved 
the embarrassing error of the line drawing of the Vitalianus monogram (Berman 
8), where the V is completely omitted and replaced with two pellets, It should 
have been represented as follows: (Figure 7). The second Vitalianus monogram 
(the squat variety) does have a single pellet in the field to the right (Figure 8).

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This pellet is additional to the V. This omission is of course quite important as 
those not familiar with the literature or with access to direct photographs will as- 
sume that a monogram without the V must automatically be read as Stephen! I 
noticed also that there is no indication in the text that the line drawings are en- 
larged. I enclose a photograph of the elongated variety of the Vitalianus mono- 
gram, where the V can be clearly seen. 


I will send in due course, under separate cover as printed matter, a photostat copy 
of an up to date catalogue which I have prepared for auction or private sale. This 
includes the bibliography to date including your two works. Also when I can get 
around to re-photographing the coins, I will send a set of photographs, albeit be- 
latedly! 


I would have preferred that The hoard should go on permanent loan to the British 
Museum, but this of course doesn’t assist my inconvenient financial situation, 
and I fear that they will have to go! This, of course, does not affect work on the 
“definitive’ monograph, which in a true Irish manner will eventually be finished 
- even if a few years late.

Allen Berman’s Reply: 
14 September 1992 


Dear Mr. O’ Hara, 


My first priority in writing this letter is offering you my absolute apologies for 
not responding to your most recent correspondence sooner. I believe the work 
you are doing with what you appropriately call the Byzantine-Papal series to be 
of great numismatic and historical significance and I very much appreciate hear- 
ing from you. 


While I obviously have followed Prof. Grierson’s lead in arranging the sequence 
of this series in my book, I did consider these attributions to be less than final. 
It is even conceivable that new types may yet be discovered. I have also chosen 
at this point to indicate the attributions according to your articles in the text. 
The possibility of re-sequencing these coins in a future edition is in fact the rea- 
son that the first coins in the book are numbered in parentheses (and should be 
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cited as such), thereby permitting new numbers to be assigned in a future edi- 
tion without necessitating a change in the whole numbering system or commit- 
ting the sinfully confusing act of changing a number. 


The excellent photograph you enclosed has already convinced me that it would 
have been advantageous to have had a photographic record of the hoard rather 
than to have just worked from the poorer illustrations which appeared in the ar- 
ticles. In this case in particular I certainly would have rendered my drawing dif- 
ferently (Berman 8). Any photographs you are able to send will certainly be used 
(and of course properly credited) in any future edition. 


The thing I am most uncomfortable about is the use of the term “sovereignty.” 
Even if the attributions you suggest are precisely correct, I am not sure that this 
would prove such a great constitutional leap. It is clear that the Pope at this time 
had great secular power but much of the contemporary documentary evidence 
of this period still indicates a certain subservience to the Emperor as his sovereign. 
The naming of an entity on a coin does not always indicate sovereignty, but it 
does generally indicate a certain amount (of) governmental authority. The 
Pope seems to have evolved to the point of complete independence gradually 
over this period. The idea that you mentioned as being suggested by Mr. Hendy 
of these being a largesse issue might be valid. It is workable both from the stand- 
point of your early scheme of attributions as well as a slightly less bold political 
interpretation. [For further reading on the constitutional issues mentioned above 
see Papal Numismatic History by Allen G. Berman - Editor]. 


As to including all the coins, not just the papal-monogram issues, this will de- 
pend on what the results of future research by specialists such as yourself tur 
up. If at some time it is clearly proven that the non-papal pieces were struck un- 
der the direct authority of the Pope, it would be inevitable that they would be 
included, possibly as “A” numbers so as to fit within the small quantity of 
numbers available in the book for this early series. 


I look forward to receiving the catalogue/bibliography you mention and by all 
means please keep me informed of your research. I believe it is the most im- 
portant thing to happen to papal coins of any century in decades!

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Arrowheads, Dolphins and Cast Coins 
in the Black Sea Region 


A letter from Bill Stancomb of London 


I write to you because there appears to be some confusion in the Classical 
Numismatic Review over the place of origin of cast arrowheads, dol- 
phins and coins which are found on the west and northwestern coasts 
of the Black Sea. 


G. Severeano in 1926 first drew attention to the fact that coin-like ob- 
jects were found in large numbers on the sites of ancient cities in the 
Black Sea region.! He noticed that the Greek cities of the coast did 
not issue coins at an early period but that these were arrowhead-like ob- 
jects of various weights and styles found in the territories of these cities. 
He was the first to suggest that these objects were for use in trade.

Other Romanian,2 Bulgarian? and Russian* writers have now report- 
ed the finding of individual specimens and large hoards on the sites and 
chorai of Apollonia Pontica, Mesembria, Odessus, Tomis, Istria, Tyra, 
Niconium and the Olbian region. The late H. Bartlett Wells also tumed 
his attention to the problem in two articles published in America.> It is 
now Clear from individual finds and hoards that these cities used the 
electrum coins of Cyzicus for their intemational trade but that the ar- 
rowhead tokens were used for barter with the local peoples. They vary 
in style from a willow-leaf through an arrow-shaped token to a real mil- 
itary arrowhead which has had its point bent back and the shaft socket 
filled with lead. Where the tokens have been found in an archacologi- 
cal context they have been dated to between the middle of the sixth to 
the middle of the fifth century B.C. The consensus is that these objects 
were made in Apollonia, Istria or Berezan. 


Berezan is an island off the entrance to the liman which leads to the 
mouths of the Borysthenes (Dneiper) and Hypanis (Bug) rivers. It is 
considered probable that the Milesians first settled this island, possi- 
bly then a peninsula, before Olbia developed on the lower Hypanis. 
Certainly the finds of arrowheads cluster around the Berezan chora 
rather than that of Olbia.° Power seems to have moved from Berezan 
to Olbia in the mid-sixth century at which time the first dolphins appear 
at Olbia. 


Cast dolphins are only produced at Olbia and some later examples have 
the letters @Y or APIX:O on them.’ Towards the third quarter of the 
fifth century the citizens of Olbia produced a series of cast coins, some 
of which weigh up to 120 grams and are well represented in the British 
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Museum Sylloge. These fall into eight groupings but I do not propose to 
deal here with this unique phenomenon. 


To the east of Olbia, cast fish-like objects and cast bronze coins with 
the letter K on one side and a club on the other appear at Cercinitis. 
On the west coast, an abundant series of round cast coins nee 
with a wheel on one side and the letters [ZT on the other.” These have 
also been found in many parts of the north-west Black Sea coast such 
as Olbia and Niconium. Finally, cast coins have been discovered at 
Niconium with an owl on one side and the letters KYA or ZK on 
them.!0 They have been attributed to the ill-fated philhellenic Scythian 
king Skyles whose tragic death is narrated by Herodotus.!! These owl 
pieces are rare and the known examples are in a poor state of preserva- 
tion. 


The use of cast coinage at Istria and Olbia ended in the mid-fourth cen- 
tury. By that stage struck silver coinage was commonplace for the west- 
ern Pontic cities and the dolphins and Istrian cast wheel coins were re- 
placed by normal struck bronze. 


To sum up, arrowheads were made in Apollonia, Istria and Berezan 
circa 550-450 B.C. The examples illustrated in the Classical Numismatic 
Review almost certainly come from Istria or its chora. Arrowheads were 
then replaced by wheel money at Istria and dolphins at Olbia and these 
lasted until the mid-fourth century.

Two Transitional Issues 
(Greek and Byzantine) 





PAPHLAGONIA, Sinope. Circa 4th-3rd Century BC. AR Trihemiobol 
(Quarter Drachm) (1.93 gm). Head of nymph, facing slightly left, with 
rolled hair topped by six city towers decorated with palmettes, pen- 
dant earrings with drops, pearl necklace / ZI NQ, sea-eagle facing, head 
left, with curled wings; grape cluster barely visible in left field, A to right. 


The first issue of quarter drachms of Sinope, sometime in the 4th 
century BC, presented a simple, almost moon-faced nymph, facing slight- 
ly left, with rolled hair across the forehead and pendant earrings and a 
necklace. The reverse featured the emblematic eagle of Sinope, with 
no field marks. Waddington suggests a minting on the Aeginetic stan- 
dard, resulting in a piece of about 1.45 grams. Examples are illustrated 
in Recueil 40, pl. XXV, 24-25 and SNG BM pl. LV, 1498-1502. 


The next issue, probably after the turn of the century, is composed of the 
same basic types, but now the nymph faces left in full profile, and is 
wearing a turreted crown, which consists of an undecorated crenellated 
circlet, and plain earrings without a necklace. The eagle is flanked by a 
grape cluster and Greek letter or monogram. See Recueil 44, pl. XXV, 
30 and SNG BM pl. LV, 1510-1513. The weight standard has also 
changed, possibly to the Rhodian standard, so the quarter drachm 
weighs around 1.95 grams. The present coin exhibits the standard and 
types of the second issue, except for the head of the nymph being 
slightly turned, as the earlier type. 


Most importantly, however, is the nouceable difference in the quality of 
the engraving. Both published series represent a lifeless, almost crude- 
ly drawn nymph, with the first series especially showing a lack of un- 
derstanding of anatomical detail. The nymph on this coin is done ina 
vigorous style with an elaboration of detail (such as the palmettes on the 
turrets) that finds no parallel in any other Sinope coinage, and is clear- 
ly the work of a master celator. The masterly style, combined with the 
attention to precise detail suggests a work on a monumental scale, and 
it is Open to speculation that this might be a depiction of an actual stat- 
ue of the patron deity of Sinope, dedicated in the 3rd century BC. It would 
be a question as to if this might also be connected to the changed weight 
standard as a result of changing civic policies and alignments. A re- 
view of ancient sources might produce documentary evidence for this. 





BYZANTINE. Phocas. 602-610 AD (Year 2? 603/604 AD). 4 Follis 
(13.09 gm). Nicomedia mint. (dM) FOCA E PER AV, facing bust, wear- 
ing consular robes and holding mappa and eagle-tipped sceptre, wear- 
ing a broad crown with pendilia and trefoil ornament / XXXX; ANNO 
(11?)/ NIKOB. 


The -AE ending to Phocas’ name has not been noted for the mint 
of Nicomedia, being restricted to Constantinople. More significant, how- 
ever, is the form of the crown. The trefoil omament appears on Phocas’ 
crown in the first issue from Nicomedia of regnal years 1 and 2, with 
standing figures of the emperor and his wife Leontia (SB 657). Year 3 
saw the introduction of the type that would remain the standard of his 
reign, a facing consular bust wearing a crown decorated with cross and 
pendilia (the pendilia sometimes lacking or not apparent - SB 658, 659). 
The trefoil crown appeared occasionally on the folles of Maurice, most 
noticeably on those of Antioch, but it has not heretofore been noted for 
the facing bust issues of Phocas. The regnal year on this piece is sadly 
not fully struck up, but enough is visible to permit the conjectural read- 
ing of year II. If this is correct, we have here a transitional bust type struck 
for a brief period only at Nicomedia before the introduction of the stan- 
dard imperial portrait in year 3.

He fathered chil- 
dren by the nymphs and they, like him, grew up to benjoy wine 
in copious quantity.

Arsinoe II was the sister of Ptolemy II. After a marriage to 
Lysimachos at a young age, she eventually returned to Egypt to 
marry her brother Ptolemy II. This incestuous marriage lasted 
until her death in 270 AD. A cult in her honour developed and 
became quite popular. The gold octodrachms bearing her attributes 
were issued by successive Ptolemies down to the middle of the 2nd 
century BC. The double cornucopiae became the designated 
cult symbol of Arsinde, symbolizing the connection of the ruler 
cult and the fertility of the land. 





BARCIDS IN SPAIN, Time of Hannibal. 221-218 BC. AR 
Quarter Shekel (1.80 gm). Struck at Carthago Nova. Laureate 
bust of young Melgarth-Herakles (with the features of 
Hannibal) left, heavy knotted club behind neck / African 
elephant walking right, exergual line. Muller III, 17, 18;

This design was inspired by the great Hellenistic portraits of the 
time. Arguments pro and con have been made for the features of 
Melgarth being those of Hannibal. This rare coin was struck by 
the Barcids, between the first and second Punic Wars, and prob- 
ably in preparation for the latter. 
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Claudius. 41-54 AD. AV Aureus (7.84 gm). TI CLAVD 
CAESAR AVG PM TRP VI IMP XI, laureate bust right / 
DE BRITANN on architrave of triumphal arch which is sur- 
mounted by equestran statue left, between two trophies. 
RIC I, 33; BMC 32; Cohen 17. Choice Very Fine. Historically 
rare and important piece. 


The arch which forms the reverse type is that which was erected 
in Rome in 44 AD in recognition of the emperor's personal share 
in the British campaign. 


This type was one of the first Roman coins bearing any reference 
to Britain.

After the murder of Pertinax, the Praetorian guards essentially 
sold the title of emperor to the highest bidder. Julianus, a wealthy 
Senator, bought the position with the high offer of 25,000 sester- 
tia man. The populus of Rome was so enraged they sent appeals 
out to Pescennius Niger, Clodius Albinus and Septimius Severus. 
Severus quickly advanced on Rome. 66 days after buying the ti- 
tle of Emperor Julianus was beheaded.

Book Review 


The Voided Long-Cross Coinage 1247-1279, Henry 
III & Edward I: An Illustrated Guide to Identification, 
by Christopher Wren. Plantagenet Books. 1993. iv + 
80p., line drawings throughout. Cardcovers, $15/£9 
plus postage. Available from CNG/Seaby. Order as

This is the second of Wren’s extremely useful publi- 
cations on the hammered coinage. It is very much a be- 
ginner’s guide to the series and most adequately ful- 
fills what it sets out to do, to make the series intelligi- 
ble to the non-specialist. A brief Introduction explains 
the background to this short-lived series, followed by 
notes on how to read and identify the pieces, a table of 
lettering and one of ligated letters. Notes first on Classes 
I to II (without sceptre) are followed by ones on Classes 
IV to VII (with sceptre). The ten subsequent pages are 
a key to the reverse legends, illustrated in alphabetical 
order and enlarged style, as they are found in the four 
quarter segments of the reverses. Moneyers are then 
listed, similarly illustrating the style of lettering in 
which they appear, and indicating for which mints they 
are known, a further list presents the mints, together 
with a location map for them. 


The second half of the book is a detailed look at the var- 
ious classes by use of extremely clear drawings of the 
main characteristics of the obverse types that differ- 
entiate the classes. This is invaluable as attention is 
drawn, in illustration and word description, to the ma- 
jor criteria. There is a short section on imitations and 
forgeries, and then a detailed annotated bibliogra- 


phy. 


The book is well produced, compact and a mine of 
information. Like its predecessor on the Short-Cross 
coinage, it is a godsend for anyone trying to fathom 
out a hammered coin of the type concerned.

This reference will be of use for both 
the advanced collector and the beginner who is looking to explore the 
fascinating coinage of the Parthians and the history it reflects. 


The author, a professional numismatist for the past fifteen years, has 
been a student and collector of Parthian coinage and history since 1958. 
He founded his firm, The Parthian, in 1981 and is a leading dealer in an- 
cient Greek and Roman coins. He is a frequent speaker at coin clubs and 
conventions on his favorite topic, Parthian coins and history. He resides 
in suburban Philadelphia with his wife Ruth. 


This new reference numbers 188 pages in a 6”x9” format and is illus- 
trated throughout. Hardbound. It includes a map, monogram table, 
glossary and index.
